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INTRODUCTION 


T HE present is strictly speaking not the first occasion when 
a loan Exhibition of Russian Art, in aid of the Russian Red 
Cross, has been held in London ; it will be recalled by some that 
in the middle of the Great War, an exhibition somewhat similar 
in scope and purpose, was arranged in the spring and summer of 
1917 at the Grafton Galleries. Opportunities for an adequate 
representation of Russian Art were, however, at the time, dis¬ 
tinctly lacking in England and it may confidently be claimed that 
the present Exhibition, drawing, as it does, its contents from a 
large number of countries in Europe as well as from America, 
will, for the first time in history, present to the world outside 
Russia a picture of Russian Art in its various branches and phases, 
which does something like justice to its task. To all interested 
in art, this unique collection should therefore offer considerable 
attraction, both for the novelty of the material displayed and for 
the high standard of artistic quality maintained in it. 

To carry out so difficult an enterprise has only been possible 
as the result of the co-operation of a large number of factors, 
to which the Committee wish to tender their warmest acknowledge¬ 
ments. 

An expression of our gratitude is due, in the first instance, to 
the many generous lenders of the objects which comprise the 
Exhibition, and we would here above all desire to place on record 
our deep sense of gratitude to H.M. the Queen, who has been 
graciously pleased to lend a number of highly important and 
attractive works of art to the Exhibition.

The Committee consider themselves very fortunate in having 
been able to draw upon the great experience of Major A. A, Longden 
as an organiser of Loan Exhibitions ; his co-operation has been 
quite invaluable and we would like to stress our sense of gratitude 
to him.
